NEW POLICE HEADUYARTERS AT TOKPLEGBE — 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 19 Jan 82 pp 1, 6

[Excerpts] The urban district of Cotonou III now has a new police headquarters. 
People living directly along the Cotonou-Lagos highway will now be much better 
protected from traffic accidents and will also be able to enjoy their rest. 


Built within the territory of the commune of Tokplegbe, one of the four communes 
in the district, the police headquarters building has an office for the police 
commissioner, an office for the deputy commissioner, two inspectors' offices, a 
secretary's office, a file room and a police station. 


Costing a total of 3,175,623 francs, the building covers an area of 215 square 
meters, 


Speaking at the [opening ceremony], the representative. of the commanding oi :icer 
of the police headquarters, the deputy central commissioner, Comrade Darius 
Johnson, told of the various security problems facing people in the urban district 
of Cotonou III every day. "The establishment of a police headquarters here is 
timely, for in addition to the traditional litigation over land pitting members 

of the communities in the district against one another, quarrels in which dishon- 
est individuals find profit, certain militants of dubious morality have turned 

the remote quarters of the district into places of heavy crime. 


After asking the people to step up their vigilance, Johnson finally told police 
officers: "Your mission is to guarantee the security of the people in the dis- 
trict, inspire them with confidence and restore the peace and tranquillity which 
the people need in order to carry out properly the tasks assigned by our party 
and our Revolutionary Government." 


Closing the ceremony, the secretary gerieral of Atlantic Province, Comrade Glele, 
expressed his satisfaction over the tasks of national construction carried out by 
people in the urban district of Cotonou III. The people in that young district 
are doing useful work, he said,’ and he urged them to work harder and to step up 
their vigilance in order to bar the way to the enemies of our democratic people's 
revolution.

WORK ON DJALOKOU BRIDGE HALTED BY PROFITEERS 
Cotonou EHUZU in French 27 Jan 82 p‘3 


[Text] Savalou--Comrade Abel Gandaho, head of the district of Savalou, took 
advantage of the opportunity provided by 16 January to preside over a meeting of 
CRAD [Revolutionary Committee for District Administration], expanded to include 
the mayor and local’ organs of the commune of Djalokou, located 53 kilometers 
west of Savalou, where there is unrest. This situation is due to the bad will 
of certain militants and the demobilizing, pernicious, undermining action wf big 
landowners in the commune, 


Djalokou is an important agricultural center. Every year, it produces over 
500 tons of sweet potatoes, 50 tons of corn and large quantities of beans, pimento, 
peas, cotton, manioc, and so on, 


Normally, Djalokou serves Savalou, Tcheti, Abomey, Agouna and Djidja by the only 
bridge connecting it with these spots. However, the bridge collapsed some time 
ago because of age and the effect of bad weather. 


District authorities quickly reacted to repair the bridge in order to make Djalo- 
kou accessible once again. They found and made available to the commune the sum 
of 100,000 francs. A German volunteer offered 10 tons of cement and 40 iron bars. 
The construction department was ready to go into action. The people of Djalokou 
had but to provide the human investment. 


Unfortunately, that is when the landowners and usurers came into play. The former 
bought the products that had not been shipped out at absurdly low prices and the 
latter financed their action. 


It is this ection that CRAD tried to fight by issuing a severe warning to the 
representatives who are fleeing their responsibilities, thereby becoming the 
accomplices of those blocking repair work on the bridge that will open Djalokou 
up once again. CRAD has promised to make an on-the-spot visit soon in order to 
see if its warning has been heeded. Otherwise, Comrade Gandaho said, we shall 
have to take measures to eliminate those trying to halt the irreversible march 
of the revolution. 


Whatever the case, the head of the district of Savalou concluded, the Djalokou 
bridge will be rebuilt. (ABP)

SITUATION OF CHADIAN REFUGEES IN CAMEROON, NIGERIA

the political/military drama in Chad there 
has been a noticeable absence of attention 
to the plight of tne tens of thousands of 
men, women and children who sought 
asylum as refugees in Nigeria and Came- 
roon. 

In December last year, with the OAU 
peace-keeping forces settling into position 
in Chad. there was considerable reason for 
hope that the refugee populations in these 
two host countries would be radically 
reduced to those who were afraid or 
unwilling to return to a government led by 
President Goukhouni Oueddei. Protection 
and assistance had been guaranteed by the 
Chadian government for those who volun- 
tarily repatriated before December 31 1981 
and teams from the UN High Commission 
for Refugees were on the spot to organise 
this repatriation programme, to ensure its 
voluntary character and to oversee reset- 
tlement in Chad. Both host governments 
had, in co-operation with UNHCR, de- 
vised programmes for coping with those 
who did not choose to return. But the 
military changes which have taken place 
since that time have interferred with the 
implementation of these programmes. At 
the moment there is a big question mark 
hanging over the future of the many 
thousands of refugees who remain outside 
Chad, and the plans drawn up by Nigeria 
and the Cameroons are in suspense. 

About two and one-half years ago re- 
fugees began arriving at Maiduguri, in 
Borno State. Nigeria. in large numbers. 
Initially, Borneo State provided direct 
assistance and began registration. After a 
few months the Federal Government 
assumed this burden through the office of 
Mr. Alhan Barko. the President's Liaison 


[Text] THROUGHOUT the recent debate over Officer in Maiduguri. Some 13,000 re- 


fugees were registered in the area with 
another estimated 30,000 to 110,000 unreg- 
istered Chadian refugees living there. There 
has always been a sizeable resident Cha- 
dian community and Maiduguri has been a 
traditional area for Chadians io seek em- 
ployment so it may be assumed that the 
larger numbers of unregistered refugees 
were assisted by their fellow countrymen. 

Two .ettlements were established by the 
Nigerian government — one in Maiduguri 
using a primary school which has been built 
for the children of military personnel and 
surrounding land which was privately own- 
ed and rented by the government for the 
purpose. (The lease on this land expired on 
December 31, 1981). Another settlement 
was established at Gambura Negala, near 
the Cameroonian border. 

In late 1980 the UNHCR was invited to 
send in a investigative mission and after a 
second such mission, a grant was given to 
the Nigerian government to provide food. 
health, education, and other services to the 
refugees. It was decided that another 
mission would be sent to assist in a 
definitive registration process and, in the 


course of events. the development and 
management of a repatriation programme. 
This process began in July 1981 with the 
arrival of the UNHCR team which is now 
under the direction of Mr. Christopher 
Thorne. Refugees who were bi- and tri- 
lingual (Arabic, French and English) were 
recruited and trained as registrars. It was 
determined that there were just under 
10,000 living in the two settlements. The 
numbers living in Maiduguri being by far 
the largest — only about 800 people were 
iving in the Gambura Ngala settlement 
with another estimated 1,200 in the border 


area. 











In mid-December it was reported that no 
food distribution had been conducted in 
Nigeria for refugees for at least one year. 
Most refugees living in Maiduguri were 
from Ndjamena. Among them there was a 
small percentage of professionals, but most 
of the men were skilled constuction work- 
ers. In the booming economy of Maidu- 
guri, these men were in high demand. Not 
only did they possess needed skills. Cha- 
dians have a reputation for being very hard 
workers and employers prefer them. For- 
tunately. jobs are plentiful so their pre- 
sence caused no apparent tension among 
the local population. As a result most of 
the refugee men were employed and the 
settlement in Maiduguri served simply as a 
place for housing for those who needed it. 


There is no doubt that the economy of the 
area is an important factor influencing 
refugees’ decision concerning repatriation. 

The smaller camp on the border was 
inhabited principally by people of rural 
backgrounds from outside Ndjamena and 
the possibilities for work for them were 
scarce. The Nigerian government had also 
not made provision for agricultural land for 
these refugees although some farming had 
been taking place. The UNHCR team 
found significant differences in the health 
profiles of the two populations. Medical 
examinations indicated that 80 per cent 
were suffering from two or more diseases 
from a list of thirty-six debilitating dis- 
eases. The Nigerian government re- 
sponded to this situation with a grant of 
$50,000 for medicines and a doctor was 
provided for weekly visits. Problems of 
delivery of clean water persist, however, 
and conditions in this settlement are harsh. 
Nevertheless, the medical intervention 
caused a significant improvement in the 
health of the refugees. By December 1981, 
however, the supply of drugs for the two 
settlements was exhausted. 

There are other differences in the 
populations of the two settlements. Most 
of the people at Gambura Negala are 
women and children while in Maiduguri 
the refugee population is fairly evenly 
divided between men and women. Most 
are young families who were not very 
political, according to one observer, but 
simply fled because they were tired of the 
fighting and sought personal safety. The 
men who belong to families at Gambura 
are not, it was observed, off fighting in 
Chad. Rather they have wandered far 
afield in search of work. In Maiduguri 


there has been no interruption in the birth 
rate among the registered refugees, while 
there were no children under three years of 
age at the Gambura settlement. 

With the changes in the political situa- 
tion in Chad during the last half of 1981, 
there were a series of meetings in Lagos 
and Yaoundé, Both governments took poli- 
cy decisions concerning their respective 
refugee populations. The Cameroon gov- 
ernment, having a refugee population of 
around 100,000 living in a settlement at 
Kousseri on the Chad border, decided to 
establish a permanent settlement in an 
agricultural area some 650 kilometers 
south at Faro and Poli, very near the 
Nigerian border and well away from the 
politically sensitive frontier between 
Cameroon and Chad. It was estimated that 
around 20,000 refugees would opt for 
integration into the host country rather 
than return to Chad under the voluntary 
repatriation programme. 

For Nigeria, repatriation was preferable 
to any of the other possible alternatives. It 
was decided to build a transit camp about 
five kilometers from the present Gambura 
Ngala settlement which would house the 
estimated five to seven thousand Chadians 
who would prefer to remain in Nigeria 
after December 31. Those who remained 
in Maiduguri were to be moved to this 
transit camp by January 15 this year. In 
anticipation of this transfer, the army had 
already begun erecting rows of tents at 
Ngala in December. 

By mid-December last year the repatria- 
tion programme organised by the UNHCR 
teams in Cameroon and Nigeria was in full 
swing. In Maiduguri registration had been 
completed and loud-speaker vans toured 
those areas where it was known there were 
concentrations of Chadians outside the 
organised refugee settlement, informing 
people of the repatriation plans. People 
were asked what it would take to convince 
them to return. Refugees indicated they 
would need a guarantee of personal safety, 
of food, and of construction materials to 
rebuild their homes in Ndjamena. The 
UNHCR kept in contact with their coun- 
terparts in Chad and provided refugees with 
status reports. They even offered them the 
opportunity to send representatives with a 
UNHCR team to take a look at Ndjamena 
and report back to their people. This was, 
however, unnecessary. Because of its close 
proximity, many refugees went back and 
forth themselves every week and often 








they had fresher information on the goings 
on in the Chadian capital than did officials! 

Although Ndjamena has been ravaged 
by war and there is evidence of precision 
bombings of such strategic sites as electr:c- 
al plants, water pumping stations, and the 
like, in December a lot of entreprenuenal 
activity was reportedly going on and many 
more civilians were returning and setting 
up shops. Once the civil servants knew 
they would be paid their salanes again, 
they began returning. Many students were 
also back in Ndjamena. Nevertheless, by 
December 18 fewer than 600 people in 
Nigeria had taken advantage of the official 
UNHCR repatriation scheme, although 
immigration officials at the Ngala border 
reported that many many more had gone 
back home on their own. 

The situation as reported in the Came- 


roon is more complicated. A large number 
of refugees are politically committed to the 
Forces Armées du Nord (FAN), led by the 
rebel Defence Minister, Hissene Habre, 
and are less enthusiastic about returning. 
Many who did travel in the lorries provided 
by the UNHCR team managed to find 
their way back to the settlement at Kous- 
seri only a few days later. The ease of 


crossing the river back and forth between 
Chad and the Cameroons makes it abso- 
lutely impossible to keep any kind of 
control over refuge movements. The Chad 
government has encouraged the Cameroo- 
nians to move the estimated 25,000 re- 
fugees who remain at Kousseri away from 
the border, but the new settlement farther 
south is not yet ready for their transfer. 

Moreover, the military situation as it 


now stands has profoundly complicated 
any humanitarian programme which the 
Cameroonian government together with 
the UNHCR might wish to implement. 
With Habre’s forces able to threaten 
Ndjamena those of his supporters who 
have remained outside prefer now to wait 
— close at hand — to observe develop- 
ments. Should Habre move into the capital 
it can be predicted that there will be a 
dramatic shift in refugee populations. 
Those supporting him will return and be 
replaced by a much larger number of those 
refugees who have now re-entered under 
the amnesty agreement and under the 
security of the OAU arrangements.

All of this has also meant that Nigeria's 
plans to encourage repatriation and move 
tefugees from the settlement in Maiduguri 
to the transit camp at Ngala have also come 
to a halt. While the new barrack-style transit 
camp was to serve five to seven thousand 
refugees, observers estimated that fewer 
than three thousand would choose to move 
there. The reasons are obvious. At the 
moment Nigeria planned to institute a food 
distribution programme, but only for four 
months. While it could request UNHCR 
assistance to provide a longer term and 
more comprehensive programme, the loca- 
tion at Ngala does not lend itself to it. 
There is both the lack of work and the 
problems of providing agricultural land. 
However some refugees may give it a 
chance. The cost of transport from Ngala 
back to Maidugun is only four naira and 
many men are earning as much as fifteen 
naira per day there. It would be possible 
for families to move to Ngala. register and 
take advantage of the food distribution 

“which will become available, and then 
commute back to the city for work. 

So while all the debate goes on about 
whether or not there are US military 
advisers in Chad and whether or not the 
OAU peace-keeping force is being proper- 
ly deployed aid adequately supplied and 
the relative strength of the opposing 
armies, the future of thousands of men, 
women, and children hangs in the balance.

CGPER GIVES VIEWS ON 1981 SUGAR HARVEST 
Saint Denis TEMOIGNAGES in French 12 Jan 82 p 4 
[Statement by Angelo Lauret, CGPER Board] 


[Text] La Possession, 9 Jan--The CGPER [General Confederation of Planters and 
Harvesters of Reunion] reports: 


The CGPER board, meeting on Saturday 8 January 1982, examined the results and the 
problems of the 1981 sugar harvest, among other things. 


(1) Results of the Sugar Harvest 


In 1981, sugar production from 2,356,172 metric tons of cane was 251,000 metric tons 
tons, with an average yield per ton of cane of 13.62 percent. 


(a) Tonnage of Cane Processed: 2,356,172.04 Metric Tons 


According to official estimates, between 10,000 and 20,000 metric tons of cane was 
left standing (close to 1 percent of the tonnage of cane processed). 


This has meant a significant loss of income for sugar production of the island as 
a whole, therefore for its economy. 


Furthermore, although the total tonnage of cane processed is 217,936 tons greater 
than in 1980, it remains less than in 1979 (2,405,925 metric tons) and also less 
than in 1978 (2,379,570 metric tons). In any case, it is far from the 2.7 million 
metric tons projected by the PMES [Plan for Modernizing the Sugar Industry] which 
is to terminate in 1981. 


(b) Sugar Production: 251,000 Metric Tons 


It is roughly equivalent to the average for the years 1967-69 (before the plan for 
improving cane harvests or the one for modernizing the sugar industry): 2,292,700 
metric tons of cane; 247,500 metric tons of sugar. 


The 1981 production figures must also be compared to the 1978 figures: 2,379,570 
metric tons of cane (2,356,172 in 1981), 272,634 metric tons of sugar (251,000 
metric tons in 1981). 
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Someone never will fail to or always will be tempted to ascribe the results of 

the 1981 sugar harvest to its late start. Although this fact must not be totally 
disregarded, it cannot be considered average. Comparison of the results of the 
1981 sugar harvest to those in 1978 show that we must look elsewhere. The low 
tonnage in the PMES, which terminated in 1981, has not been achieved. Furthermore, 
one may wonder what the state of the sugar industry in Reunion today would have 
been if there had been no PMES. 


(c) Sugar Yield: 13.62 in 1981 (15.71 in 1980) 


Again, in comparison to 1980, a decrease of close to a 10th of a point is recorded 
in yield. 


As a matter of fact, it is noted that the plan for modernizing the sugar industry, 
which is accompanied by mechanization of production, has meant delivery to the 
mills of an increasing proportion of material from all sources (cane and noncane). 


Furthermore, the low yield of the 1981 cane is also not unrelated to the sample 
taken, not considered to be representative of the whole (method, sampler, etc.). 


Finally, poor organization causes a large amount of cane to move slowly, to spoil 
naturally, or to be crushed by trucks on the mill platforms. 


As far as the CGPER is concerned, these are the basic reasons which explain the 
low yield of the 1981 cane. They call for new nnd more rational organizational 
measures in the future. 


(2) Payment 


Thanks to the action of Reunion's planters’ unions, for the first time the principle 
of final payment in January has been supported by the government. 


Although the formula for subsidies and allowances still in effect will not permit 
"final payment" in January of this year, the principle has been won, and it is 
obvious that these are improvements in the sugarcane planters’ situation. Of 
course, progress on this problem and its speedy resolution must be carefully 
watched. 


It must also be noted that the average price paid for the 1981 sugar harvest (FR 
199.21), which of course conceals some disparity, is up 11.30 percent as compared 
to 1980 and that the social assistance of FR 25 per metric ton of cane granted by 
the leftist government in 1981 represents 10 to 15 percent of the price of a 

metric ton of cane. Considering the difficulties encountered by the planters, this 
financial support is a decisive factor in the survival of a good many. 


In conclusion, and despite the average results of the 1981 sugar harvest, the 
CGPER has recorded a few aspects which, if not encouraging, are at least positive 
(cooperation, increased social assistance, etc.) 


But they are calling on the planters to mobilize and to act in order that the 
problem of the sugar industry can be integrated as a part of a coherent and overall 
plan for the development of Reunion. 
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This pian must obviously take into consideration the local economic situation as 
well as the regional and international situations. 


First of all the struggle must be continued for: 
1. the establishment of a local cane and sugar worker/management committee; 


2. a truly equa] worker/management composition of the CTICS [Technical Center for 
Cane and Sugar]; 


3. a key to equal distribution of taxes (CTICS contributions); 
4. designation of worker/management plant committees; 
5. a decrease in benefit costs in agriculture. 


In regard to the Plan for Modernizing the Sugar Industry and its alternate (the 
Plan for Consolidating the Sugar Industry) the CGPER recalls that although it 
agrees with the ends, it is asking for participation on the Technical Committee 

of the Reunionese Association for the Modernization of the Sugar Industry in order 
(as do all the other planters’ organizations) to make a positive contribution. 
These are urgent, necessary and vital measures to bring the sugar industry out of 
its difficulties and to encourage the planters.

My friend smiled: ‘That's 
what I told you; we are secure, well secure 
... I now appreciated the irony. 

For The Gambia’'s rulers, the presence 
of the Senegalese means security. After the 
Senegalese had put down the insurrection, 
and it is alleged, played a major role in 
arrests and interrogations, there followed 
administrative and judicial measures to 
paper over the cracks in the Gambian 
State. Those cracks are policed by the 
Senegalese gendarmerie — who will be 
deployed all over The Gambia -- and 
soldiers, while some kind of Gambian 
security apparatus ts carefuliy constructed. 

It will take time to find sufficient num- 
bers of Gambians who can be trusted with 
arms by the government. and who can 
form a significant contribution to the con- 
federal forces and the paramilitary force 
that has been talked about. And they must 
be fighters in order to reduce the contrast 
between themselves and the Senegalese. 
This contrast was obvious at the parade 
and ceremony marking the departure of 
Colonel Abdulrahman N’'Gom. Comman- 
der of the intervention force. During the 
ceremony at Macarthy Square, a simple 
visual comparison showed the Field Force 
men as comparatively older, and prettily 
dressed for the parade ground with wheat 


appeared to be bolt-action rifles. Mean- 
while, the tall. rangy Senegalese in 
camouflage outfits carrying better guns, 
looked a totally different proposition: 
those boys were fighters. 

A correspondent wrote that they were 
‘| . unobtrusive, and most polite” ( West 
Africa, 4 January, 1981). in a country that 
has known only policemen, usually un- 


armed, the only things more obtrusive than 
a soldier are firstly, a real armed soldier, 
and secondly, an armed foreign soldier, 
even if a close neighbour. The Senegalese 
are polite, and watchful. After all, they 


-had to fight their way to Banjul. Disciplin- 


ary problems have not been extraordinary 
according to official sources. The only 
vaguely resentful comments I heard at 
street-level were like this one when passing 
a couple of Gambian girls chatting with 
Senegalese troops: ‘‘When the babies are 
born in a few months time, they will all be 
wearing uniform."’ Otherwise, the Sene- 
galese military presence is a matter of fact 
about which nothing can be done, for the 
moment. 

Colonel N’Gom had said the question of 
withdrawal did not arise now that there 
was a confederation. How the Gambians 
are going to put up their contribution to 
confederal security is a question to be 
resolved. For the moment, the Senegalese 
appear to be running the show, beginning 
at State House which the Légion d'In- 
tervention of the Gendarmerie guards. 
They are conveniently billeted in the old 
Atlantic Hotel, just down the road from 
State House. They provide the escort 
riders with unique screaming sirens when 
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President Jawara moves by limousine. And 
the Senegalese also provide the personal 
bodyguards for Gambian ministers, and 
selected people such as Mr. Momodou 
Moussa, the businessman and father-in-law 
of the President. 

When the Justice Minister and Attorney- 
General, Alhaji Lamin Saho told me that 
the protocols on the integration of armed 
and security forces was still to be negoti- 
ated, I said: **So the de facto situation is a 
total integration. I notice that you have a 
Senegalese bodyguard.” He said: ‘I do not 
think it is a de facto total integration . . . 
Part of the Ministers had to be assigned 
Senegalese bodyguards. In fact. in my own 
personal case. | have a mixture of Gam- 
bian and Senegalese bodyguards. At the 
moment, I happen to be moving with a 


Senegalese bodyguard but now and again, 
I move with a Gambian bodyguard.” 

One government official who should 
know told me that The Gambia had been 
contributing some 50,000 dalasis a month 
to the upkeep of the Senegalese forces in 
The Gambia. This was apart from the $1m. 
The Gambia had paid, not as reparations 
but as compensation to the wounded and 
families of the dead Senegalese. The size of 
the Gambian contribution to the confeder- 
al forces is likely to be small, even if only 
for financial reasons. What is certain will 
be the continued predominance of the 
Senegalese in matters of confederal secur- 
ity. For the meantime, The Gambia is 
secure. However, the new arena is Sene- 
gambia: two sets of political problems have 
now been confederated and are heading 
towards union ... 


Political Trials, or the Trial 
of Politics? 


THE GREY posters in the Ministry of 
Justice announce: ‘‘We don't hang 
around’. The government has tried to 
make this claim a reality with regard to the 
prosecution of people accused of offences 
connected with the July 30 events. The 
simple reasons are time. money and poli- 
tics. 

In round figures, some 1.000 Gambians 
have been detained since July 30. Just over 
100 have been released, although some 
could be re-arrested depending on the 
fruits of further investigations. Less than 
100 cases were fully or partly heard. or 


pending by the end of 1981. Of these. 27 
were on charges of treason and murder, 
and 13 people have so far been given death 
sentences. Appeals were lodged by the first 
seven sentenced to death within the statu- 
tory 30 days, and will be heard towards 
June. 

There remain over 300 cases to be 
brought before the courts. After that. 
something has to be done with the remain- 

600 people languishing for the most 
!in Mile Two Prison. This is where the 
time and political factors come in. 

Mr. Desmond de Silva, the Singhalese- 
British chief special prosecutor in Banjul 
i pleased to say that the prosecution 

eam had been working most expeditious- 
ly, in some cases around the clock. He 
added the the Gambian Government had 
“gone out of its way” to ensure that the 
accused were properly defended by paying 
nominal fees for Gambian lawyers to rep- 
resent the accused. However. with trials 
proceeding, often simultaneously. in Ban- 
jul, Kanifing and Brikama, the resources 
of the two handfuls of Gambian counsel 
were severely stretched. Again. although 
Mr. de Silva thought it reasonable to try 
the accused in batches of seven, any larger 
groups (of say 25 as informally proposed by 
One special prosecutor) would be in- 
appropriate for the observance of justice. 

So what is to be done? Some optimists 
speculate about some form of amnesty in 
the near future. Others speak of condition- 
al releases, and/or fines for large numbers 
of detainees. Something will obviously 
have te be done because both time and 
money are running out, while the political 
weight of both the size of the detained 
population and the results of the trials is 
building up. 

By the beginning of February. the con- 
tracts of most of the special prosecutors 
were about to expire (the prosecutors are: 
de Silva, and John Causer from England: 
Ebun-Thomas, Robin Coker: Solomon Be- 
rewa, and Farid Anthony from Sierra 
Leone; Kwaw-Swanzy. Gyeke-Darko. He- 
ward-Mills and Akainyah, from Ghana). 
They have generally been very well treated 
by the Gambian Government with very 
handsome fees and per diem to accom- 
pany their comfortable accommodation in 
the Atlantic Hotel. Tixere was a rumpus 
over an attempt by the government to 
recover some of its expense by taxing the 
lawyers at a rate approaching 70 per cent. 
but there is reason to believe a judicious 
settlement was reached.

The theory behind the recruitment of 
foreign judges and prosecutors was to 
ensure impartiality. The attitude of these 
individuals is on the professional level 
straightforward: they work according to 
their briefs. The two Review Tribunals 
composed of Gambians examine the cases 
of detainees and refer those whom they 
feel should be prosecuted to the Special 
Prosecutor and his team. They then look at 
the cases and prepare charges where 
appropriate, and also exercise the power to 
advise against prosecution. Judgment is 
left to the judges (Marcus-Cole, Gelaga- 
King, Metzger. and Cole from Sierra 
Leone; Aboagye from Ghana: and Ayoola 
from Nigeria) who, as usual, are not there 
to dispense charity. but are exploring the 
full range of penalties provided for by the 
emergency regulations. Maximum sent- 
ences are 14 years’ imprisonment and/or a 
fine of 5,000 dalasis. Sentences of 18 years 
have been ‘ecorded, as in one case prose- 
cuted by Mr. Gyeke-Darko. by virtue of 
technicalities. 

It is not known how long all this can 
continue. The prosecutors have been away 
from their practices fer roughly three 


months and some are keen to return. West 
Atrica has just been informed that Mr. de 
Silva and Mr. Causer returned to England 
one week ago. It should be possible soon to 
report on the current staffing of the special 
prosecutors’ office. It begins to appear that 
the Gambian Government may have to 
find a new batch of prosecutors on less 
generous terms. 

On an individual and unofficial level, the 
attitude of the prosecutors is very differ- 
ent. There is naturally a variable acute- 
ness of perception with regard to the 
political situation in The Gainbia and the 
roie of these trials. [ believe some prosecu- 
tors see their role as an awkward one, 
objectively acting as instruments of the 
Gambian state against Gambian citizens 
whose grievances they are aware of if they 
are not necessarily in agreement. For 
others, it is straightforward legai business. 

The only foreigner with a bodyguard is 
the special adviser to the government, Mr. 
Berthan Macauley. from Sierra Leone. 
This experienced. widely-travelled expert in 
international and constitutional law. has 
played an important role in the drafting of 
the confederation agreement. and in the 
administration of the state of emergency in 
The Gambia. including the trials. He heads 
the corps of foreign lawyers from his 


office in the Ministry of Justice. and ts very 
ably assisted by Miss Ida Drameh, a young 
Gambian lawyer (and for a period, Kofi 
Akainyah from Ghana). 

Mr. Macauley, although suggestive in 
enigmatic on- and off-record utterances 
about the confederation. refuses to be 
drawn out of strict legal confidentiality on 
behalf of his client. the Government of The 
Gambia. His attitude is similar to the 
taxi-driver hired to take a passenger to his 
destination, ignorant as to where the pas- 
senger came from, and what the latter will 
do at destination. His role is to give his 
expert advice: the rest is left to the 
Gambian Government. 


The Case of Sheriff Dibba 


This advice was crucial, according to 
other sources, when it came to the confed- 
eration agreement. The Senegalese. 
obviously more prepared in the circum- 
stances, were ready to swallow up The 
Gambia immediately and digest it in lei- 
sure and legitimacy. The agreement signed 
on December 17 was largely what the 
Gambians were able to produce. However. 
there remains the sad situation of other 
foreigners who are more aware of what is 
in The Gambia’s immediate and future 
interest than Gambians themselves. at 
least members of government. There is a 
feeling that several Gambian officials are 
more interested in jockeying for position in 
the new political context than in preserving 
whatever is left of Gambian sovereignty. 

The importance of Mr. Macauley’s 
advice (and that of Mr. de Silva prior to his 
departure) is perhaps best illustrated by 
these trials. When I asked President 
Jawara about the social impact of any 
eventual executions, the President insisted 
on another angie: what would people think 


if the perpetrators of July 30 were not 
punisned”? This retributive. almost venge- 
ful approach is politically counter- 
productive. 

By the time I left Banjul at the end of 
January, | had seen just how keenly people 
listened to the radio for news of the trials. 
and the comments that were made about 
the sentences being handed down. As | 
said last week. the prospect of change 
briefly offered by the abortive coup in July 
was popular. Since the trials began, a tide 
of opinion has been building up against the 
government. and the Senegalese who are 
perceived as running the show. 
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It. as one understands. the government 
is intent on trying as many people as 
possible for treason and related offences. it 
is likely that a substantial number will have 
death sentences on their heads. There are 
martyrs in the making who stand to be 
sacrificed on the altar of an unpopular 
confederation that ts mainly policed by the 
Senegalese. The Gambian Government 
has some good advisers. In its own in- 
terests, it should take their advice. 

One focus of popular attention ts the 
case of Sheriff Dibba, leader of the Opposi- 
tion. There is a feeling that the case against 
him cannot be strong or else he would have 
been brought before the courts already. 
The Minister of Justice tried to say that 
treason was a criminal. and not political. 
offence in The Gambia. but most people 
would disagree. Apart from Kukoi Samba 
Sanyang and nine others who escaped into 
Guinea Bissau. | understand that the first 
14 people tried for treason were seen as 
those with the next greatest degree of 


involvement in the planning and the ac- 
tions of July 30. People are watching and 
listening closely. in the compounds of 
Banjul and Serrekunda. as well as in the 
air-conditioned offices. Whatever the gov- 
ernment does with Sheriff Dibba, with or 
against legal advice. could make those bells 
toll louder. 


Policing the Confederation 





HOW LONG can Senegal police the con- 
federation. or eventual union, with The 
Gambia” There is an opinion that Senegal 
has since July 30 incorporated the econo- 
mic. political and social problems of The 
Gambia into its own, thereby accelerating 
the crisis. It is alleged that Abdou Lahad 
M’Backe. leader of the Mourides in Sene- 
gal said to ex-President Senghor when the 
latter left office (somebody put it this 
subtle way: *. . . lors de sa DEMIS-tion”, 
meaning Senghor’s allegedly forced res- 
ignation): “You should be thankful not 
only once or twice, but at least 20 or 30 
times over. . .”. That is to say. Senghor 
should be thankful to have been able to get 
out whilst he was "ahead". President 


Abdou Diouf has so far appeared to 
manage the crisis with some skill, but some 
would describe it a “forward flight”. 

It is, indeed, an interesting admission 
that Senegal is not “secure” if a govern- 
ment in anv way progressive comes to 





power in The Gambia. Henceforth. the lid 
has to be kept on both Dakar and Banjul. 
There was another provocative opinion | 
picked up. literally, in an anonymous tract: 


“The Gambian insurrection (SOU deaths 
officially recognised) is the first armed 
insurrection of the Senegalese proletariat. 
according to the Senegalese pro- 
letariat. . .” 


It is important to note that although the 
Gambian Government insists on talking 
about ‘rebels’, Mr. de Silva equally in- 
sisted on describing the events of July 30 as 
an insurrection. His reasons were that the 
classic elements of a rebellion entaiied not 
only the seizure of authority but also the 
exercise of the functions of government not 
necessarily over the whole country, but 
over parts of it: these conditions were not 
met in the week after July 30. 


An insurrection then, but perhaps of a 
triple nature. Firstly. it was an attempted 
coup d'état with some ideological and 
political confusion. The second stage came 
when the Senegalese were on their way: 
the coup was out of control reportedly 
after only a few hours, and the disorganisa- 
tion was accelerated when arms were given 
to allcomers, including prisoners. That is 
when the looting. and the accidental and 
purposeful killings by Gambians occurred. 
The third stage was almost a nationalist 
struggle, a doomed fight against the Sene- 
galese “invaders” come to restore an un- 
popular government. And that is when the 
real killing is alleged to have taken place by 
virtue of the superior weaponry and in- 
finitely superior training of the Senegaiese. 


The results are the confederation on one 
level, and on another, a bitter aftertaste for 
many Gambians. Sanyang’s attempted 
coup 1s condemned in the obvious way by 


the government. Otherwise, the criticism is 
subtler: “That thing was all wrong”. one 
person said, “because ordinary people 
were being killed instead of all those 
ministers." That was one expression. It 
seems that Sanyang’s coup was welcome 
had it been accurately focused. and far less 
costly to ordinary Gambians. 

There is now anxiety in certain quarters 
about the future. and what precisely the 
confederation will entail for Gambians. 
Although one recognises the historical. 
geographical, economic. cultural, and even 
security rationale of the confederation. 





there are opinions ranging from regret to 
hostility about how the arrangement was 
made. Those who should know — includ- 
ing members of government and parlia- 
ment. and the relatively voung administra- 
tive cadre — don't know what is going to 


happen. while the majority of Gambians in 
the rural areas remain uninformed and 
manipulable. The government can con- 
tinue speaking “with a mandate” claiming 
overwhelming popularity for contedera- 
tion but nobody is fooled. 

One educated person said Gambians 
perceived the Senegalese as rather arro- 
gant. but then Gambians felt a kind of 
inferiority complex compared to the stvl- 
ish. elegantly dressed. and better educated 
Senegalese. Another less-educated opinion 
was that the Senegalese were “‘tapele’. an 
Aku word meaning “‘forger”” or 
“crooked”. Highly unflattering. admitted- 
ly, but opinions to be borne in mind when 
building a union of two peoples. There was 
also some concern that Banjul was now 
threatened with the same kind of “de- 
velopment” as Dakar which resu ied in an 
urban concentration of cripples. beggars 
and prostitutes (the lai.er in disappointing- 
ly large numbers) side-by-side with great 
wealth and superficial stvle. 

[f this is the manner in which African 
Unity is to be achieved, then the peoples of 
Africa had better watch out.

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RULING PARTIES IN SENEGAL, GAMBIA HARMONIZING POLICIES

[Text] THE CONFEDERATION of Senegambia Gambia has been formed. The high level of 





came into being on February 1. Observers 
of the political scene in ihe constituent 
states say it is only a matter of time for a 
federation to be formed. They point to 
President Jawara’s statement in January, in 
reply to a foreign reporter. that such a 
development was not objectionable pro- 
vided “the people approved". This, it is 
pointed out, is a significant softe.ung of the 
Gambian attitude to political develop- 
ment. 

The confederal arrangements, apart 
from providing for the integration of the 
two countries’ armed forces, co-ordination 
of external and communication policies 
among other things, leave the door open 
for co-ordination/integration in other 
areas. The two governments are moving 
fast to consolidate the new political entity. 
Work has already started on the protocols 
governing the agreement and, although it 
would take some time before they are 
drawn-up and discussed. the two parties 
are working towards achieving the widest 
possible agreement. 

The customs and monetary union aspect 
of the agreement is likely to take a longer 
time to resolve. but both governments are 
treating it very cautiously. Both Dakar and 
Banjul appear to appreciate the delicate 
nature of this subject. President Jawara 
said it would take some time before the 
union became operative. This is obviously 
to soften the impact on Gambian business 
and customs revenue takings. 

At the non-governmental level, the rela- 
tionship being forged by the ruling parties 
in both countries could not but mean a 
harmonisation of policies. A joint commit- 
tee of the Parti Socialiste of Senegal and 
the Pecple’s Progressive Party in The 


the delegations at its inaugural meeting in 
Banjul on December 12, 1981, each led by 
a Minister of Justice, was indicative of the 
objective of adopting a common policy. 
Before this political development, en- 
voys of the PS had participated at meetings 
organised in Banjul following the July 
events. The Senegalese delegation was led 
by Mr. Kabirou M’Boj, an Assistant Secret- 
ary-General of the PS (and Deputy Speak- 
er of the Senegalese National Assembly). 
Mr. M’Bo}j stressed the importance of the 
two Secretaries-General working closely as 
well as the role the PS and the PPP have to 
play in “every aspect of Senegambian life”’. 
It is also significant that a Gambian 
delegation has been present at all consti- 
tuency rallies of the PS since August. The 
PPP, announcing its forthcoming Congress 
in April, simultaneously made it known 
that a PS delegation will be present. 
Elections are imminent in The Gambia 
(not later than June). President Jawara 
said thai it is not likely that the state of 
emergency will be lifted completely but the 


regulations will be relaxed sufficiently to 
allow the electioneering by parties and 
individuals. It seems, however, judging by 
present trends, that it will be a non- 
election. The massive pull-out from the 
opposition National Convention Party in 
particular in the Baddibu constituencies, 
bastion of NCP support in the last elec- 
tions, does not bode well for the opposi- 
tion. In the Kombos, the defection of Mr. 
Dembo Sanneh, opposition candidate in 
the Kombo Central constituency in the 
1977 elections and easily the most popular 
candidate in the Kombos,. is a major 
setback for the NCP. In any case, the NCP 
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image has been so tarnished following 
participation in the attempted coup by 
individual members and known supporters 
that the party is now regarded as the party 
of violence. 

There is a general consensus that the 
elections will see the disappearance of 
older members of the PPP. The trend 
towards quality cannot now be reversed. 
The nomination of Mr. Bakary Darbo and 
his appointment as Minister of Information 
and Tourism and the nomination of Mr. 
Abdoulaye M’Boob. who ts now Minister 
of the Interior, points to a drive to get 
competent people in key positions. 

In Senegal, elections are due next year. 


Local political analysts say it is inconceiv- 
able that Diouf will come up against any 
Significant opposition. His popularity 
among the rural voters has increased con- 
siderably following his writing-off of debts 
owed by farmers. In the urban area, his 
drive against corruption has met with the 
approval of the young, although it ts said 
that enquiries into assets should include 
those who gained their assets as far back as 
1970. 


No one believes that the opposition 
parties will come together sufficiently to 
form a credible opposition. Momodou Dia, 
although still respected in certain quarters 
for his role in the early years of independ- 
ence, is considered far too despotic and in 
any case, it is said, it’s time he gave way to 
younger people. His constant harping at 
the manner of Diouf’s success'on to the 
Presidency is not taken seriously. To gain 
the support of the rural population, he 
would need to talk about bread-and-butter 
issues. _ 

Mr. Abdoulaye ‘Wade has a battle to 
fight at two fronts. In the party, he has to 
reassert his leadership in the face of the 
rising tide towards Fara N’Diaye. 
Although late in January the party re- 
affirmed its confidence in his leadership, 
this is seen as nothing other than a closing 
of the ranks in the wake of allegations that 
the party had planned to overthrow the 
government by violet means. Nationally, 
he has to prove that his party seeks power 
through constitutional means. 
~ 1984 will be a crucial year for Sene- 
gambia. 
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SANA SCORED AS ‘RACIST ORGANIZATION'

The South African Nursing 
Association must be condemned 
as ‘a racist organisation serving 
the interests of the oppressors’ 
because it blatantly violates the 
‘fundamental basic human right 
of equal representation and 
freecom of association.’ 


This view was expressed by 
Professor Ali Moosa, Chairman of the 
Natal Health Workers’ Society, when 
asked to comment on the 
forthcoming SANA elections which 
will, for the first time, see Blacks 
represented on the regional boards of 
the organisation. 

The move many appear to be 
progressive, said Prof Moosa, ‘but on 
closer scrutiny it is clear that SANAis 
nothing more than a racist 
organisation whose representatives 
and elections are racially 
determined.’ 

The Western Cape Health Workers’ 
Society has also come out strongly 
against SANA and, in a pamphlet 
issued to all health workers, exposed 
the racist character of SANA. Six of 
the eleven representatives elected to 
each of the seven regional! boards will 
be white. This will ensure a white 
majority. Representation and 
election on racial lines is also 
ensured with members of a particular 
population group — as defined by the 
State — nominating and electing 
persons of the same population 
group. 

The Western Cape HWS says that 
SANA was established and is 
controlled by the government. 


Nurses do not have the freedom to 
decide whether or riot to be members 
of SANA. 

The Western Cape HWS, in calling 
on nurses not to vote for SANA, has 
made the following demands: 

© The right of all nurses to have an 
equal say in their organisation; 

e The right of al! nurses to elect 
their own representatives (not on 
racial lines); 

e Freedom of association for 
nurses who have been forced to 
accept homeland citizenship; and 

e Fulland equal citizenship for allin 
an undivided democratic South 
Africa. 

MUSLIM NEWS spoke to a nursing 
sister who works at an hospital in the 
Cape Peninsula and she echoed the 
views of the Health Workers’ Society. 

‘| have spoken to others — qualified 
nurses as well as students — and all 
reject SANA becuase it is not 
cemocratically elected.’ 

She said that SANA has done 
nothing to alleviate the plight of the 
nurses. Instead, by working within 
the framework of the apartheid 
ideology and the policy of divide and 
rule, SANA attempts to muzzle the 
nurses. 

‘| don't want to be muzzied,’ she 
declared. ‘I aiso do not want to be a 
servant of the state. As a nurse! must 
serve the people but SANA is more 
interested in working the apartheid 
system.’ 

She added that SANA purported to 
represent the nurses but had done 
nothing about the wide gap in 
salaries of white and black nurses; 
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the staff shortage; and the lack of 
proper training facilities. 

She said that parity in salary did not 
exist and that the staff shortage was 
created by government policy. 

‘Many Blacks do not enter the 
nursing profession because they 
know they get araw deal. Those who 
do enter the profession are frustrated 
during their years as students. They 
are deliberately failed so that they 
can remain in the hospital to fill in for 
the staff shortage.’ 

The nurses get third-rate training 
because they are expected to work 
long hours of night duty and then 
forced to study during the day. 

The sister did not see the struggle 
of the nurses from an isolated point of 
view Dut rather as one aspa2ct of the 
Overall struggle for a just society in 
this country. 

She saw no hope in SANA fighting 
for these ideals; rather, SANA was 
actively working to maintain the 
Status quo. 

Prof Moosa summed up the general 
feelings towards SANA: 

‘It is indeed ironic that an 
organisation representing a caring 
profession, whose members are aii 
bound by an oath that emphasises 
equality in treatment, irrespective of 
race, colour or creed, should itself 
practise the very discrimination 
based on race and colour which its 
members are bound by an oaih to 
avoid. This is indeed most deplorable 
and must be condemned for what itis 
— a racialist ploy to maintain white 
Supremacy in the nursing 
profession.’

Mr Van den Berg, at 
last week’s Provincial 
Council session in Pre- 
toria, officially notified 
the executive members 
of his resignation. He 
said that he had been 
appointed im a very 
senior post at Sanlam 
and that he would not be 
able to keep his seat as 
MPC. 

“But Mr Van den Berg 
was obviously a very un- 
happy man,” pedple 
said, describing the situ- 
ation at the meeting. Hs 
informed the meeting he 
had discussions with Dr 
Andries Treurnicht 
about his problem prior 
to his resignation. .

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MACASSAR MUSLTMS REJECT MANCOM 'AID' FOR MASJID SITE

The Muslim community in 
Macassar find themselves 
without a masjid because they 
refuse to negotiate through the 
local management committee in 
order to secure a site. 


Mr Abdul Cupido, chairman of the 
Macassar Islamic Society, ciearly 
spelt out the organisation's stance 


towards management committees: 
‘The Divisional Council of 
Stellenbosch wanted us to apply fora 
site through the management 
committee but we refused. The very 
idea (of working with the 
management committee) cuts right 
across our Islamic beliefs; never mind 
the practicalities. The reason for our 
stand is that we, as Muslims, refuse to 


collaborate with those who side with 
the oppressors.’ 

Preaicting the destiny of the 
management committee system and 
those who work it, Mr Cupido said, 
‘Their position is precarious; it is only 
a matter of time for their eventual 
eradication from society.’ 

Mr Cupido traced the background 
to the struggle for a masjid site in an 
interview with MUSLIM NEWS: ‘Over 
the past six years we made several 
applications for a site to build a 
masjid but to no avail. The Divisional 
Council indicated in 1979 — by 
means of correspondence — that we 
have to wait until section five of 
Macassar is completed. And this 
could mean, according to them, 
another three years.’ 
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In the meanwhile the Muslim 
community, comprising 120 families, 
has taken measures to provide itself 
with an Islamic educational 
programme. They have organised 
daily madressa classes in the local 
primary school and a jamaat khana 
provides salaah facilities as well as 
Sunday morning madressa classes. 

However, Mr Cupido said that the 
community was not satified with 
these temporary measures; they 
intend continuing with the struggle to 
obtain a site. 

‘We have no intentions to approach 
or request assistance from bodies 
collaborating with the oppressors. 
But | am puzzled why the Muslims 
must struggle to obtain only one site 
for a masjid while, on the other hand, 
there are twelve established 
churches in Macassar.’ 

He added, ‘We have nothing 
againsi the churches but partiality of 
this kind cannot be condoned. The 
government has uprooted us from 
Our birth-place where we enjoyed all 
the necessary facilities, and they 
dumped us here, where we 
experience all kinds of difficulties. 
The Council must realise tiat it is a 
right to have a masjid in the 
community and not a privilege.’

Ummah is aware of them. In other 
words the enemies of Islam have 
direct and free access to the affairs 
of the Muslims while Muslims are 
kept in the dark. 

And in South Africa, where the 
toss up is between Zionist, 
Broederbond or Western 
imperialist connections it is 
indeed adicy game to play with the 
future of the Ummah. 

it is impossible that the 
oppressors and exploiters will 
finance those bodies which will 
bring about the donors’ downfall. 
The people in this world who are 
the least naive about finance and 
manipulation are the oppressors 
and exploiters. When they give 
financial backing to projects 
launched by the oppressed people 
they are not doing it for any 
altruistic motive; they are 
definitely doing it for some ulterior 
motive. 

‘Do not kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg,’ aptly describes 
the attitude of those who receive 
funds from corrupt and corrupted 
sources. And by taking money 
from them we don't weaken them 
but strengthen them and weaken 
ourselves. 

The law of cause and effect also 
applies to this serious question: 
those who accept funds from 
doubtful sources cannot achieve 
the same effect as those who do 
not use funds from doubtful

Others again organize lavish 
dinners at ten rand per head in 
order to raise funds; a variation of 
this iS an ‘eastern evening’ at five 
rand per head. Surely even a fool 
can see that money donated under 
these circumstances is in fact no 
donation at all — for someiung 
was received in return. And some 
time ago even gambling stalls 
were erected at ‘trade fairs’ to raise 
funds 

Compare these situations with 
one of the most beautiful and most 
remarkable events tn histroy when 
Rasulullah (SAW) entered Medina. 
The Muhajirs were welcomed with 
open arms by the Ansar. This was 
an easy task because they had 
accepted the same leadership 
under the same ideology. 

And then for the first time in 
history there was redistribution of 
wealin without a drop of blood 
being shed 

Tne Ansar of Medina shared 
equally whatever they had with the 
destitute Muhajir from Makka 
whose possessions had been 
confiscated when they migrated 

There is no sense in reading this 
history if it does not fire our 
imaginations, tf it doesn't move us, 
incite us to emulate these deeds. 
And it is precisely because we 
have not understood the spint of 
islam correctly that we believe 
Islam is a pseudonym for 
capitalism and we resort to Urban 
Foundation, eastern evenings and 
‘fun-raising’ efforts to finance our 
projects. 

Moreover the Qur'an is clear and 
emphatic on the principles to be 
employed in serving the interests 
of mankind. 

‘They ask thee how much they 
are to spend; Say: “What is beyond 
your needs.” ' (Qur'an 2:219) 

‘By no means shall ye attain 
righteousness unless ye give 
(freely) of that which ye love; and 
whatever ye give, of a truth Allah 
knoweth it well.’ (Qur'an 3:92) 

The Muslims in this part of the 
world collectively possess more 
than sufficient material wealth to 


take care of our most urgent 
projects. Some Muslims even 
boast that they own two cars and 
two or more houses; IS IT NOT 
POSSIBLE TO FOLLOW THE 
EXAMPLE OF THE ANSAR AND 
DONATE ONE CAR AND ONE 
HOUSE FOR THE EDUCATION 
OF THE PRESENT GENERA- 
TION? 

‘O ye who believe! spend out of 
(the bounties) We have provided 
for you, before the Day comes 
when no bargaining (will avail), 
nor friendships nor intercession. 
Those who reject faith — they are 
the wrong doers.’ (Qur'an 2:254) 

If the Muslims did this then nota 
single one of us would have to go 
begging for assistance. 


‘APOLITICAL’ 


Now what is astounding is that 
Muslims actually rally to the 
defence of Urban Foundation 
instead of rallying to the defence 
of the Ummah. And one of the 
escape mechanisms employed is 
to argue that UF is ‘apolitical’! 

Now the term ‘apolitical’ means 
unconcerned with politics or 
detached from politics. 

How is it at all possible for any 
event in this country not to be 
connected to a political issue? 
Even the existence of separate 
toilets for blacks and whites at the 
same venue is a POLITICAL 
ISSUE. 

Apartheid contaminates and 
poisons all facets of our existence. 
Is this again an attempt to remain 
non-controversial? And the 
excuse is to be APOLITICAL? The 
next thing we'll hear will be that the 
Broederbond is apolitical. It 
certainly didn't require much 
thinking for one of our thinkers to 
realize that in South Africa one 
must be prepared to meet 
absurdity at every corner! 

it is in situations like these that 
we appreciate the Qur'anic 
wisdom contained in: 

‘Hold to forgiveness; command 
what is right; BUT TURN AWAY 
FROM THE IGNORANT’ (Qur'an 
7:199) 

‘And when they hear vain talk 
they turn away therefrom and say: 
“To us our deeds and to you yours. 
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PEACE BE TO YOU: WE SEEK 
NOT THE IGNORANT" ' (Qur'an 
28: 55) 

We are actually also amazed at 
ourselves for still being shocked 
by the expression of such 
‘apolitical’ sentiments by Muslims 
because many of them have been 
leaning over backwards to prove 
to the oppressors that they are 
apolitical (and possibly also 
amoral). 

What must be clear to them, as 
well as to us, is that the oppressed 
people will not allow UFOs to 
move in and out amongst our 
ranks. They must identify 
themselves. 

It is a truism that the fruit lies in 
the seed. If you sow Urban 
Foundation seeds then Urban 
Foundation fruits will blossom. 


It is also a truism that the birds of 
a feather will flock together: 

‘O ye who believe! Take not for 
friends Unbelievers rather than 
Believers: DO YE WISH TO 
OFFER ALLAH AN OPEN PROOF 
AGAINST YOURSELVES?’ 
(Qur'an 4:144) 

if we have the same ideals then 
we are attracted to one another. 
And our leadership must personify 
the ideals of Muslims, that is, of 
Islam. We know a Muslim's ideals 
by HIS ACTIONS and in no other 
way 

To say therefore that the UF is 
an apolitical body (and therefore 
OK) is to suggest that Muslims are 
also apolitical. But this is a blatant 
untruth. Are we in this instance 
also required to believe that the 
‘lesser evil’ is to be apolitical 
because the greater evil is to be 
political! 

Our immediate task is to 
educate ourselves to face reality in 
South Africa; and by doing this we 
will no longer mistake quacks and 
Charlatans for sages; and we will 
no longer become adjusted to 
maladjustment. 

Please note that it is impossible 
for Shariah to be contained within 
the legal parameters of apartheid; 
and it is also impossible for the

There is no such creature in 
Islam as an ‘apolitical Mustim’. 
Politics legisilates as to what we 
are allowed to do and what we are 
not allowed to do. And the entire 
Message of Islam spelis out what 
we are allowed to do and what we 
are not allowed to do: 

‘Ye are the best of peoples, 
evolved for mankind, ENJOINING 
WHAT tS RIGHT, FORBIDDING 
WHAT !S WRONG, and believii<, 
in Allah.” (Qur'an 3:110) 

Since when is apartheid (vis avis 
UF) right and Islam wrong! 

What need 's there actually for 
Muslims to attach themselves to 
an ‘apolitical’ body like Urban 
Foundation? 

‘Yea, to those who take for 
friends Unbelievers rather than 
Believers: IS IT HONOUR THEY 
SEEK AMONG? NAY, — ALL

The editorial said that “it was logical that: 
there could not be more than one ana 
ment in a country.” 

Dr Treurnicht is reported to have objected} 
to this because he interpreted it to mean 
that Coloured and Indian Ministers could 
co-govern in such a system. 

Dr Treurnicht told The Citizen: 

“This is a very sensitive matter. It touches 
on the very nerve of our politics, and I) 
feel it is something that will have to be 
qualified very carefully.” 

Perhaps the constitutional proposals will 
bring about a split in the NP; perhaps 
they will not. The party has had an ability 
in the past couple of years to patch up its 
differences — and there is certainly no- 
body in it who wants to be the cause of a 
break that might finish off the party as it 
is. 

Meanwhile, the PFP and its Press need not 
place their hopes on a new Tielman Roos, 
nor need they try to egg the party on to 
produce its “real leader”. 

The ball is still very much in Mr PW Bo- 
tha’s court — and it is he who will have to 
play it.

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MUSLIM EDUCATIONAL COUNCIL ESTABLISHED

Following an historic meeting 
in Bridgetown two weeks ago, 
hopes are high that madressa 
education in the Western Cape 
will at last be placed on a more 
organised footing and that a 
uniform syllabus will be 
formulated. 

The meeting was convened by the 
South African National Zakah Fund 
and was held at its offices at the 
Bridgetown Masjid on Saturday 
January 30. The two organisations 
invited to the meeting were the 
Majlisush Shura Al Islami and the Co- 
Ordinating Council of Madaris. The 
meeting culminated with the 
formation of the Muslim Educational 


Council. © 
The Zakaah Fund initiated the 


meeting because of the concern they 


felt over the appalling wages paid to 
the Madressa teachers. The Co- 
Ordinating Council was _ invited 
because the large majority of the 
madaris in the Western Cape — a 
total of 44 — are affiliated to it. The 
Majlisush Shura has long been active 
in madressa education and it too has 
liaison with a number of madaris. 
Both organizations have a syllabus 
which is implemented by madaris 
linked to the two bodies. 

Delegates attending the meeting in 
Bridgetown resolved that the newly 
formed Muslim Educational Council 
‘shall endeavour to formulate and 
structure a uniform syllabus for all 
the affiliated madaris.’ 

The other historic decision taken 


was that a fund be established for the 
implementation of the syllabus and 
for the needs of Muslim education in 
general. This decision was taken in 
view of the critical need to pay 
madressa teachers a salary in 
keuping with the vital duty which they 
have to perform. : 

A statement by an interim 
committee of the Muslim Educational 


Council declared that ‘the future of 
the Muslims in this troubled part of 
Africa is at stake. Our only guarantee 
for a strong, committed future 
generation is to ensure that our 
madaris are properly financed and 
adhere to a uniform method and 
content of teaching.’ 


A spokesman for the Zakah Fund 
said that there was definitely a need 
for a madressa fund as there were 
many madaris that were forced to 
close down because teachers could 
not be paid. While the Zakah Fund 
would be pledging a sum, to be paid 
on a monthly basis into the Muslim 
Educational Council, the spokesman 
added that ‘there is money in the 
Muslim community. The need is to 
channel that money properly.’ 

He also expressed his hope that the 
unified syllabus would get off the 
ground soon, asa first step. The long- 
term aim, he said, was not only to 
provide the salary for the teacher and 
a syllabus for him to follow, but ‘to 
look after the total madressa — 
providing text-books, equipment — 
and to establish new madaris.’ 

The Majlisush Shura spokesman 
said that ‘a pressing problem 
regarding madressa education is the 
lack of suitably qualified teachers.

‘The other more important factor is 
that with the Muslim Educational 
Council getting off the ground a goal, 
which we have been aiming for for 
years, will be reached: one unified 
madressa system for the Western 
Cape, at least.’

Now if humankind had been 
intimidated by the threat of 
violence or the actual use of 
violence then very few truths 
would have been propagated.

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PM BOTHA ON POWER-SHARING

[Text] "The conce ~ of deliberation and co-responsibility is in our view (that 
of the National Party) indeed a form of healthy power-sharing," the Prime Minister, 
Mr P W Botha, said yesterday. 


Mr Botha, who issued the statement in the wake of controversial Press speculation 
that Dr Andries Treurnicht, Minister of State Administration and Transvaal NP 
leader, had reservations about the term "one government for South Africa", made 
it absolutely clear that the concept of "healthy power-sharing did not mean the 
violation of the principle of self-determination". 


"For that reason we (the NP) prefer the term co-responsibility," Mr Botha said. 


The Prime Minister's statement found its way among Nat parliamentarians and may 
soon lead to in-depth discussions, particularly about what he meant by the term 
"healthy power-sharing". 


Some Nats fully agreed with Mr Botha's point of view. Some preferred not to com- 
ment before they had studied the statement, while others indicated to THE CITIZEN 
they weren't prepared to accept the term power-sharing "no matter in what context 
it was put". 


Dr Treurnicht was not prepared to talk to THE CITIZEN at all on the issue last 
night. 


The whole debate started when Dr Jan Grobler, the NP's chief information officer 
and MP for Brits, said in an editorial of Nat 80s, the official NP mouthpiece, 
"it was natural there could only be one government in a country”. 


Dr Grobler's view, which is a reflection of the Prime Minister's, was unfortunately 
interpreted in certain circles as a possible reference to either a unitarian sys- 
tem or to power-sharing. 


The Prime Minister however, clarified the whole matter in his statement which 
was: 
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"During the no-confidence debate I have again expressed myself against a system 
of one-man-one-vote under the Westminster system. 


"I pointed out that it was not possible to institute separate instruments for 


Whites and Coloureds in the same country without joint deliberation on the first, 
second and third levels of government. 


"I also stated that the self-determination of the Whites remained the Government's 
point of view. 


"But at the same time I said that self-determination was a relative term and not 
an absolute one. 


“To my mind too 
many spocks are being 
chasen up regarding 
the term ‘power-shar- 


ing’. : 
“The Progressive 
Federal Party and we 
do not think in the 
same terms regarding

MUSLIMS URGED TO REJECT URBAN FOUNDATION

Muslims are becoming 
increasingly impatient with 
individuals. and organisations 
that claim to represent them 
while, at the same time, 
collaborating with organisations 
which do not act in the interests of 
the masses. 


This became evident when 
MUSLIM NEWS approached a 
number of organisations for their 
comments after it had been disclosed 
that Dr H M Kotwal, chairman of 
Muslim Assembly and Cape vice- 
president of the Islamic Council of 
South Africa, is a member of the Cape 
Regional Board of the Urban 
Foundation. 


in a strongly worded statement 
Qibla, the Muslim mass movement, 
condemned involvement with Urban 


Foundation and others of its ilk: 

‘Apartheid has found strange bed- 
fellows in the form of certain Muslims 
and Muslim organisations. As a result 
monies donated by liquor outlets and 
other sources outlawed by Isiam have 
been sanctified by these social 
chameleons. ; 

‘And yet some of them have the 
audacity to ask “which source of 


jurisprudence do our critics use to 


declare Urban Foundation money 
haraam (uniawful)"! 

‘In other words ribah (usury) is no 
longer considered haraam; neither 


are profits accrued from liquour 


Outlets, etc considered haraam. 
‘And the very people who 
contribute to the Urban Foundation 
coffers are the biggest employers of, 
and therefore the worst exploiters of, 


the labour of the oppressed people. 
The present spate of labour unrest 
and indiscriminate detention of trade 
unionists is sufficient evidence. 

‘The oppressed peopie can 
therefore find no joy in these 
handouts which they sweated for in 
any case. , 

‘It is self-evident that the interests 
of oppressors and the oppressed are 
neither similar nor the same. The 
Cariton and Good Hope conferences 
have indicated that the government 
and big business (that is, racism and 
capitalism) are the twin enemies 
confronting the oppressed people. 
For after all, the economy is white- 
owned and white-controlied. 

‘The oppressed people will not be 
palmed off by hand-outs from the 
oppressors and their handmaidens. 
Neither will window-dressing, 
tokenism and reformism eradicate 
statutory racism and legalized 
economic pauperism. 

‘The Muslims, as a supra-national 
anti-racist ideological unit can under 
no circumstances collaborate in any 
way to perpetuate the iniquities of 
racism and capitalism.’ 


The Muslim Youth Movement of 
South Africa echoed Qibla’s 
sentiments and called on Urban 
Foundation to confront the real 
problems facing the people instead of 
trying to effect cosmetic changes. 
Tre MYM spokesman called on those 
companies contributing to the Urban 
Foundation to pay their workers 
better wages instead of spending 
thousands of rands just to try and 
improve their image. : 
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In a telephonic interview Dr Kotwal 
did not deny that he was a member of 
the Cape Regional Board of the 
Urban Foundation. He was invited to 
serve on the board by Justice Jan 
Steyn and after studying the aims and 
objectives he accepted the position 
as he felt that Urban Foundation was 
a non-political organisation which 
provided assistance to mainly under- 
privileged people. 

When told that the very people he 
worked with were responsible for the 
poor conditions of these ‘under- 
privileged people’, he said that he was 


not a politician and as a social worker 
would accept any assistance to help 
the community out of its present 
condition. 

e MUSLIM NEWS approached Mr 
Ibrahim Bawa, the Secretary General 
of ICSA, for a comment. He referred 
us to advocate M A Bulbulia who said 
that he was notina position to issue a 
statement on behalf of ICSA but 
would consider giving one as 
chairman of the Aligarh Old Boys 
Association and referred ustoDOrRA 
M Saloojee for an ICSA statement. 
Attempts to contact Or Saloojee were 
unsuccesful and advocate Bulbulia 
could not find the time to prepare a 
statement. 

The Muslim Students Association 
was also approached for a comment 
but declined to do so. A spokesman 
said that he was very busy and had 
other priorities to attend to.

The uprisings which began in 
Soweto on June 1976 were a 


momentous occurence and marked 
the begining of another phase in the 
struggle of the oppressed in this 
country towards a society based on 
justice and equality for all. 

Two aspects to emerge from these 
incidents were: 

e Despite the propaganda and 
Statements issued by the media and 
oppresive regime, the struggle of the 
masses towards liberation was 
stronger than ever and showed signs 
of intensifying. The school children 
received backing from parents, 
workers arid many other organisa- 
tions throughout the country 


© The peopie had made it clear that 
their opposition was not against 
inferior education only, but the whole 
system in this country. Beerhalis and 
Administration Board offices were 
spontaneously destroyed; these were 
tools used by the oppressor to 
suppress the masses and had to be 
destroyed to enable the struggle to 
continue more meaningfully. 

The economic base of this system 
is heavily supported by large 
business corporations such as the 
Anglo-American Corporation and the 
Rembrandt Group. These companies 
thrive on legislation to accumulate 
enormous profits while most of their 
workers live in impoverished 
conditions and suffer many 
hardships. 

The -unrests, coupled with the 
rejection of the existing system in this 
country, did not auger well for the 
future interests of these companies. 
A change in government — whether 
now or later — could mean that they 
would lose their present very 
comfortable positions and give in to 
demands often not in their interests. 

In August 1976, two of South 
Africa's top businessmen, Harry 
Oppenheimer and Anton Rupert, met 
in a London hotel to discuss the 
nationwide uprisings. They decided 
to call a conference at the Carlton 
Hotel in November inviting mostly 
Dusinessmen and a few token Blacks. 
lt was at this conference that the 


organisation known as the Urban 
Foundation was conceived. It is 
important to note here that none of 
the real representatives of the people 
were consulted or invited to the 
conference during the creation of this 
organisation. 


STABLE MIDDLE-CLASS 


The objectives of the Urban 
Foundation can best be described in 
the words of Anton Rupert: ‘We 
cannot survive unless we have a free 
market economy; a stable Black 
middle-class.’ 

it hopes to improve the quality of 
life of certain people by providing 
mainly financial assistance for better 
housing and other facilities such as 
clubs, sportsfieids etc. This 
assistance is limited to the urban 
areas where it is hoped that this 
stable middle-class will emerge. 
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The Urban Foundation has had a 
very cordial relationsnip with the 
present regime since its inception 
when the then prime minister John 
Voster personally approved the 
departure of Jan Steyn from his work 
as a judge to become its first 
executive director. Mr Steyn has 
since admitted that ‘our work will be 
supplementary to that of the state.’ 

This supplementary role entails 
obtaining concessions from the 
authorities which will enable this 
middie-ciass to develop. An example 
of this s the much publicised 99-year 
lease scheme in some townships. 
Under present circumstances only 
certain dDlacks (the emerging middle- 
class) are ina position to take up this 
offer which is rejected by the majority 
who are well aware of its intentions. 

The U rban Foundation does not 
advocate any fundamental change 
because the existing laws of this 
country suit the profit motive of its 
contributors admirably. Although 
laws such as group areas, influx 
control and pass laws are said to have 
an ideological base, they are a 
deliberate means to control the 
labour supply enabling big business 
in, collaboration with the authorities, 
to manoeuvre cheap labour to any 
area with minimum opposition or 
discontent from the workers. The 
resettlement of thousands of people 
in townships or locations — which 
are really labour reserves — 
complements the interests of these 
companies and enables them to 
maximise profits by drawing on the 
vast pools of labour available. The 
Geprived and very poor conditions in 
these areas are a Clear indication that 
the people are tnere as a result of an 
inhumane policy known as apartheid 
and to serve the interests of those 
who collaborate with the apartheid 
regime 


SPLIT THE OPPRESSED 


By establishing a substantial black 
middie-class the Urban Foundation 
hopes to achieve a number of goals. 

e Astrong black middle-class must 
be nutured to have different interests 
from those of the masses. This will 
create a split in the unity of the 
oppressed which has shown signs of 
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becoming much stronger in the 
future. 

¢ Members of this group that 
manage to secure key positions inthe 
community can act as a moderating 
influence onthe people. This will help 
to prolong the life of the existing 
system and hopefully suppress 
antagonism towards big business. 

e Most of the businessmen 
amongst the oppressed who receive 
aid from the Urban Foundation donot 
pose any threat to these big business 
corporations. The aid given is to 
reassure them about the existing free 
market system so that they will 
become apologists of the system and 
promote its ideals. 

The maintainence of a free market 
system and the present oppressive 
conditions have a number of benefits 
and advantages for big business in 
this country. These include: 

e The preservation of a system 
whereby the control of key sectors of 
the economy -remain under the 
control of a few peole giving them 
power over the lives of millions of 
others. 

e it ensures the continual 
accumulation of profits by these 
companies at the expense of the 
majority of the people. The right to 
make profits still remains more 
important than the right of people to 
nave jobs and decent living 
conditions. 

¢ The natural resources of the land 
can be exploited by a few large 
companies while the masses do not 
derive any benefits from these 
resources obtained from the land of 
their birth. 

e It enables the control of labour by 
an oppressive minority to continue 
allowing the payment of low wages 
and restricting worker rights. Many of 
the companies that have contributed 
to the Urban Foundation have dismal 
record in labour relations and have 
proved to be the greatest stumbling 
blocks to democratically elected 
worker representatives. 

The Urban Foundation cannot be 
looked at in isolation. The 
circumstances that resulted in its 
creation and its aims and objectives 
for the future have to be closely 
studied to understand its exact 
nature. While the struggle for 
liberation gains momentum steadily

this organisation collaborates with an 
oppressive regime to perpetuate the 
existing system and safeguard the 
selfish interests of a few people.

historians are asking is: how 
many more deaths will have to 
occur before the bubble 
bursts? How long can the 
patience of an oppressed 
people last? — 

Scrapping the relevant laws 
under which people are 
detained isn’t sufficient; the. 
system of apartheid must be 
scrapped as well as those 
responsible for its propagation 
and implementation. 

Inhumane laws cannot be 
humanely applied; unjust laws 
cannot be justly executed; and 
the torturer cannot sympathise 
with the tortured. For this 
reason he prefers silence. But 
it is a defeaning silence. - 

If Dr Aggett didn’t die as a 
result of torture then it is still 
the system which killed him. To 
remain unmoved by this 
tragedy is to admit that you 
have already died spiritually. 

It wasn’t a ‘white detainee’ 
who died; it was simply a 
detainee. There is no sense in 
perpetuating racism beyond 
the grave and, as Muslims, we 
think it is a grave insult to the 
memory of Dr Aggett to 
describe him as ‘the first white 
detainee to die in detention’. 
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For any human being to die 
at the hands of the enemy or in 
the hands of the enemy, whilst 
expounding truth and justice, 
is to die a noble death. - 

Threats, torture and not even 
deaths in detention can silence 
the voices of those who oppose 
oppression.

INFLATION RATE REPORTED AT 13.93 PERCENT

measured by the con- 
sumer price index 
(CPI) rose slightly less 
in January this year 
compared to the rise 
last December. 

The rise on a year-to- 
year basis, however, 
was slightly higher 
than during December. 

Figures released by 
the Department of 
Statistics in Pretoria 
showed that the “all 
item price jndex’”’ rose 
0,60 percent in January 
this year, compared 
with a 0,70 percent rise 
in December. 

This brings the rise 
on a year-to-year basis 
in January to 13,93 per- 
cent, compared with a 
year-to-year rise of 13,- 
90 percent in last De- 
cermber. 

It was generally felt 
that the inflation rate 
would slow down con- 
siderably this year, 
mainly because of the 
expected drop in con- 
sumer spending and the 
cooling off in the econ- 
omy in general. 

The announcement 
by the Minister of Fi- 
nance, Mr Owen Hor- 
wood, earlier this 
month of an increase of 
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one percent in general 
sales tax to 5 percent 
and the 10 percent sur- 
charge on most im- 
ported goods will defin- 
ately have the effect of 
accelerating the cost of 
living. 

Unless the Minister 
introduces some subsi- 
dy on food in the main 
Budget this year, one 
can expect a substan- 
tial rise in its contribu- 
tion to the general in- 
flation rate. 

Here again it will 
probably be the lower 
income groups that will 
be the hardest hit be- 
cause the breadwinner 
normally has a bigger 
family to support. 

Apart from the high- 
er general sales tax, 
consumers will also 
have to pay more for 
imported products. 

Here the motor in- 


dustry is in a vulnerable 
position because quite a 
large proportion of pre- 
cision parts, such as en- 
gines and gearboxes, 
are still imported. 

it is estimated that 
the increases in GST 
and import duties will 
puch up the cost of liv- 
ing by at least Rl 500- 
million this year. 

If the gold price 
keeps falling, as it is 
doing at the moment, it 
is not excluded that the 
Minister will be forced 
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to re-introduce loan le- 
vies and/or increase 
taxes further to bal- 
ance the books. 


Apart from this it 
now seems inevitable 
that there will be a fur- 


ther hike in the price of 


petrol. 

One of the reaons for 
this, is the deteriora- 
tion of the rand against 
most of the other world 
currencies, mainly the 
dollar.

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TEACHER-GOVERNMENT ROW LOOMS

Controversial 


Yesterday the chairman of the TO, Professor Hennie Maree, said he could not at pres- 
ent enlarge on potentially controversial aspects of the discussions. 


But, he said, delegates had reaffirmed that the TO would stand or fall--and brook 
no interference from any authority on its basic educational policy and philosophy: 
"We regard them as absoiutely non-negotiable." The main "non-negotiable parts 
were: 


Education in South Africa must be Christian national; separate schools and educa- 
tion for the different race groups and mother tongue education. 


Fears 
One of the main fears of the conservative Afrikaans--speaking teachers is that the 
HSRC recommendations, if accepted, could pave the way to eventual racial integra- 


tion in education. 


Conservative teachers also fear the possible implications of the proposal for 
the esiablishment of a single ministry of education for all racial groups. 


Dismissed 


Prof Maree told THE CITIZEN that the TO strongly recognised the right of different 
groups to administer their own education. 


He dismissed reports that the TO was politicising the HSRC report and said that 
the body had in fact welcomed it as clearing the air to a degree. 
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He said the TO completely rejected "the role thus far played by liberal groups, 


especially from within the English-speaking community, in the handling of the 
HSRC report". 


He said that the weekend meeting was held behind closed doors to allow delegates 
to speak as freely as they wished; to honour an undertaking to discuss standpoints 
with the Federal Council of Teachers' Associations first. 


The TO’s attitude 
would be conveyed to 
the State at the end of 
March before public re- 
lease.

The TO committed it-

The security policemen were 
apparently not satisfied with this 
explanation and further questioned 
the Sheikh about his relationship with 
Shahid Imam Abdullah Haroon. They 
also asked the Sheikh what his full- 
time occupation was at present as 
they believed that he had been at 
some stage the Imam at the masjid in 
Bellville. 

Commenting on the incident the 
South African Students’ Association 
(SASA), of which Mr Hamdulay is a 
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past president, said: ‘It should be 
noted that security police 
investigations took place in spite of 
Jamailudien's adherence, this time, 
to the provisions of his banning 
order. The regime is aware that the 
implementation of an Islamic 
Revolution is impossible to contain, 
especially when the liberation of the 
oppressed is pioneered by 
personalities with faith, Courage and 
conviction.

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ISLAMIC BANKING CONCEPTS PRAISED

‘Isiamic banking with _ its 
concept of interest-free, profit 
and loss sharing, is here to stay’. 
This is the view of A S Gani, the 
Managing Director of Jaame 
Limited who has just returned 
after attending a seminar on 
‘Islamic Banking and the 
recycling of petrodollers’ held in 
Geneva. 

‘There exists today in one 
economic group more financial 
resources than can be absorbed 
while in another a deficit with little 
chance of recovery. Asimple solution 
would be to shift funds from the rich 
to the poor nations. This will not be 
done. What is required -all over the 
world is economic asset creation and 
to do this a new approach and 
concept is necessary. 'slamic 
banking can make this possible,’ said 
Mr Gani. 

‘In his opening address to sixty 
delegates representing major banks 
and business organisations Prince 
Muhammed Al Faisal stated that in 
order to understand the real concept 
of the Islamic Economic System one 
would have to accept the following 
three principals. 

e That man was created for one and 
one purpose alone, and that is 
Worship. Every action a human being 
takes is an act of worship. 

e Everything in heaven and earth 
belongs to Allah. Man only has the 
right to use it, and he must do so in 
accordance with the law of Allah (the 
Shariah). 

e Every human being that comes 
into this world has an_ original 
contract; he or she should live their 
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whole life in accordance to Allah's 
law. 

Other Muslim bankers and 
ecanomists who addressed the 
seminar explained how an Istamic 
system would provide a viabie 
solution to the worid wide economic 
problem and discussed the progress 
made by islamic banks presently in 
operation. 

There are at present five Isiamic 
banks with well over 50 branches. 
The progress made by these banks 


has been so encouraging that 
advanced preparations have been 
made to set up Islamic banks, and 
investment and insurance companies 
in a number of countries throughout 
the world. These include Bangla- 
desh, Malaysia, Australia, Jordan, 
Britain, United States and the 
Bahamas. 

The activities of Jaame Limited 
were also discussed and recognised 
as a pioneer project in the re- 
introduction of the Islamic Economic 
System at grassroots level. 

Mr Gani noted that an economic 
system based on Islamic principles 
will ensure that the growth rate of the 
country will always be higher than the 
inflation rate while unemployment 
would remain at a minimum.

It would have been noticed in the 
news last week that the NFL, ie the 
‘white’ National Football League, has 
finally decided to disband and to play 
in the promotion leagues of the 
NPSL. 

This whole business in football is 
an ethnic and racist conglomeration, 
playing within the confines of the 
seperatist sports policy of the 
Government and opportunistically 
reaping the benefits of the system. 


The SABC Television service 
which falls directly under a portfolio 
of a Government Minister has opened 
Channels 2 and 3 which is directly 
aimed at ‘black’ viewers. Channel 1 of 
the TV service is said to be the ‘white’ 
TV service. Ten NPSL matches will be 
screened live on TV 2/3 this season 
for which the NPSL negotiated a 
substantial contract. 

The SABC TV service has never 
shown any inclination, even after 
cequests, to screen top Class national 
events by non-racial sportsmen. 

It must be fairly obvious then that 
neither the Government nor the 
organisers of the NPSL regard that 
body as being non-racia!l — we will 
not dispute that it is indeed multi- 
racial. There is, however, a world of 
difference between being non-racial 
and multi racial. Multi-racial sport is 
sport based on the racial difference of 
sportsmen; whereas non-racial sport 
is based on the ability of sportsmen 
and the race or ethnic origin of a 
player never enters the discussion. 

On the basis of this argument then 
it must now be Guite clear that 


Glenville and Cape Town Spurs have 
now opted out of the non-racial 
sports struggie and have oppotunis- 
tically accepted the multi-national 
sports policy of the Government, 
which is in effect nothing less than a 
concession in the apartheid policy. 
Players on the books of both 
Glenville and Spurs have now of their 
Own accord disqualified themselves 
from all non-racial sport.

spectators. 

Some snort-sighted and glamour- 
seeking fortune humters think they 
can go and train with these NPSL 
clubs without being seen, initially 
hoping that they might be signed on 
to later appear in a match on TV.

Ms Mkhutshulwa 
was a student at Fezeka High School and played a leading role in the school's 
Students' Representative Council and the Western Province Students' Regional Com- 
mittee. During the 1980 student protests she was in the forefront in articula- 
ting the students’ grievances and this later led to her detention along with some 
other members of the Regional Committee. In November 1981 she joined the Congress 
of South African Students (Cosas) and remained an active member of the organisa- 
tion until her death. Ms Mkhutshulwa was also involved in efforts to bring sport 
in Nyanga, Guguletu and Langa under the non-racial banner. In this regard she 

was a member of the Nyagula Sports Association. In paying tribute a member of 
Cosas told MUSLIM NEWS, 'Boniswa, throughout her political involvement, was dedi- 
cated, strong, disciplined and had a clear understanding of the struggle. She 
also put a lot of effort into bringing the youth of the townships together and in 
mobilising them. To all who knew her, her loss is great and irreplaceable.'
